James V. (Jimmy) Calhoun, 40, 
widely known Atlanta real estate 
and insurance salesman, died last

in Sicily 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN NORTH AFRICA, Aug. 


18.—(AP)—Two superb armies 


in Sicily—the American 


Seventh and British Eighth—are “ready to go at any minute” 
in bold new offensives, General Dwight D. Eisenhower de- 
clared today, réporting that the Axis lost more than 167,000 
men killed, wounded and é¢aptured on the island up to 


August 10. 

As the Allied commander 
chief disclosed the magnitude of 
Axis casualties, artillery duels 
'thundered over Messina Strait 
and Allied warplanes hounded en- 
emy remnants retreating by sea 
and over broken roads up the Ital- 
ian mainland. 

Allied casualties from beginning 
to end in Sicily were 25,000 men, 
Eisenhower said, while the Axis 
toll of over 167,000—of whom at 
least 32,000 were dead or injured 

did not include their losses in 
the final week of battle. 


The Axis also lost 260 tanks and 
502 guns up to August 10, and 
1,691 planes from July 1 to August 
17—more than a six-to-one ratio 
over Allied plane losses of 274. 

Worthy Partners. 

Fisenhower hinted at new 
thrusts to come soon. He declared 
the battle-tired U. S. Seventh 
Army now is “a worthy partner of 
the Eighth Army” and 
Ground Commande: Generai Sir 
Harold Alexander a mighty one- 
two punch. 

With the battle of Sicily fin- 
ished “ahead of schedule” in 38 
days by occupation of Messina yes- 
terday, Allied ground troops to- 
day continued rounding up iso- 
lated enemy units in the hills, and 
Allied artillery hammered shells 
onto the Italian mainland to harry 
the German retreat.

The Germans, Eisenhower said 
in a summary of the campaign, 
lost at least 30,000 troops—includ- 
ing 6,000 to 7,000 killed and in- 
jured—of the 7,000 to 75,000 men 
they poured into the island’s de- 
fense. Their casualties in the short 
ferry-haul across Messina Strait 
probably never will be known, the 
General said, adding that he per- 
sonally regretted that any Nazis 
were able to make a getaway. But 
they did suffer big losses in heavy 
equipment, he said 

Headquarters disclosed that be- 
tween August 5 and 17, a total of 
306 Axis boats were wrecked or 
damaged in the enemy evacua- 
tion. At ieast 34 were known to 
have been destroyed, 47 were left 
dead in the water and the others 
damaged by near misses. 

A Berlin broadcast said the Axis 
had evacuated 65,000 men, 16,000 
vehicles, 350 guns, 78 tanks and 
39,000 tons of ammunition from 
Sicily.

Old Source of Quinine Revived 
Malaria is a disease found in many of our 
own south and southwestern states. It is com- 
mon in all sections of Central and South 
America north of Argentina; it smolders and 
flares in all countries bordering on the Mediter- 
ranean, in southern Asia, Malaya, and nearly 
all of the Pacific tropics, with India one of 
the most affected areas in the world. Aside 
’ "from the suffering and deaths that occur to 
natives of these sections, the United States is 
deeply concerned because we have armed 
forces in all these malaria-infested sections. 


When the Japanese took over the Nether- 
lands Indies, they gained control of more than 
nine-tenths of the world’s established quinine 
supply, which would spell disaster for the Allied 
Nations but for the fact the United States 
had a fair supply in storage, the opportune 
appearance of two malaria-combating synthetic 
drugs called atabrine and plasmochjp, and a 
spirited revival in the culture of cinchona trees 
in Guatamala. 4 

The history of quinine made from bark of 
the cinchona tree goes back two centuries to 
the discovery by Indians of northern South 
America that it was a potent remedy for 
malaria, a disease that cost thousands of lives 
among the tribes that lived in the lowlands of 
that region. Sailors carried news of its remedial 
qualities to ports of North America and Europe, 
and as years passed the demand increased. 
However, the Indians destroyed the trees in 
acquiring the bark and made no provision for 
replanting and, as the supply diminished, 
British and Dutch speculators began collecting 
seed for planting in India and Java. By 1920 
Java and Sumatra were producing ninety-seven 
per cent of the world’s quinine, which was 
marketed through the Kiva Bureau of Java and 
Amsterdam. 


Culture of the cinchona tree had never 
entirely ceased in Guatemala, and in 1932 the 
agriculture department of that country began 
to expand it on a commercial basis and with 
the start of war in 1939 the effort was greatly 
gugmented. The greatest disadvantage in 
expanding culture of the cinchona is that in 
order to secure the bark from which quinine 
is made the tree must be destroyed. New trees 
are grown from a tiny seed and the tree must 
be at least five years old to produce a satis- 
factory product, 

It is estimated that there are at present 
around 1,600,000 cinchona trees in Guatemala, 
a portion of which are old enough to be 
destroyed and yield the bitter-tasting bark

When Delay Is Dangerous 

The Washington office of the Office of Price 
Administration, in response to requests made 
by the regional office some time ago, stated 
that a price ceiling on vegetable seed would 
be set about October 1. 

F. E. Kamper, regional food representative 
of the OPA, has now asked for immediate 
action, pointing out that deferment until 
October 1 will probably result in serious cur- 
tailment of acreage planted in cabbage this 
fall. 

Prices for cabbage seed have mounted to 
the point where producers cannot afford to 
plant it. There is a ceiling on the price of 
cabbage itself, and, at present seed prices, 
production coulc only be undertaken at a direct 
financial loss. 

The situation is one which forcefully demon- 
strates the need for official understanding and, 
when needed, official ability to make prompt 
decisions. If action is delayed until October 1 
it will be too late to save the fall cabbage 
plantings for, in large areas, much acreage that 
would otherwise be planted in cabbage will 
then have been diverted to other use.

ONE WORD MORE 


By RALPH McGI/LL 
RUSSIAN PROBLEM Pravda, one of the official newspapers 


of the Russian government, spoke 
some days ago of the absence of a second front. The tone was one 
of complaint. 

In England, on the craft which brought me home from England, 
in Canada, in New York, and in my brief time 
at home, I have talked with this one and that 
one about Russia, 


Two of my talks were with men in official 
positions who had talked with Joseph Stalin in 
Moscow, not briefly but at length. 

Other talks were with men in military po- 
sitions. 

Many conversations were, of course, with 
newspapermen, soldiers and private citizens. 

In this, the first of two articles, | want to 
discuss certain phases of the Russian problem. 

It seems to me a tragic course if we are to 
view Russia, her demands, and the beliefs of 
her people with petulance, with suspicion, and 
with no effort at understanding. 

It is very highly important that we face 
facts with sense, and not emote about it. It is 
tremendously vital that we who are joined in 
common cause with the Russians know as fully 

as possible what the Russian people are thinking and reading about 
the Anglo-American war effort. Their attitude toward our effort 
will have, quite inevitably, a very great influence on any and all 
postwar planning and on war or peace in the future. 

Now, the obvious argument is to say that it works both ways. 

It does, in theory, and to some extent in fact, but the cold truth 
is that the Russian contribution to the destruction of the German 
war effort is much more obvious than that of Great Britain and 
America. 

The Russians—seeing the great number of German divisions 
fighting their troops on the Russian front—will measure them 
against the handful of divisions being routed in Sicily and will 
measure the fighting on their own soil against the air battle over 
France and Germany and the battle of the Atlantic, where the sub- 
marine is, temporarily at least, defeated. 

While the Russians do not mention it in Pravda, it is never- - 
theless true that they have immobilized a large segment of the 
Japanese army even though there is no war between the two nations. 

Knowing all this, the Russian looks at our contribution to the 
war and sees it as relatively small and lacking in force. 

I am not arguing for the Rus-

sian position. I am merely 


trying to contribute to understanding. 

It is most unfortunate that Russia has not been brought into a 
meeting and some agreement reached. Russia obviously does not 
understand the transportation difficulties connected with a second 
front in Europe. The Russians read of our turning out ships on 
an assembly line and understand us to have an abundance of ships. 

Pravda, in pointing out the fact the Anglo-Americans had 
enough craft for the invasion and conquest of Sicily, said that this 
effort engaged a force less than one-tenth the strength of that now 
being engaged, and defeated, by the Russians. 

This was an unwitting admission of the tremendous amount of 
surface and invasion craft necessary for a large-scale invasion. We 
strained to get together enough to take Sicily. The vast amount 
of ships required for a full-scale invasion of the continent, such 
as Russia wonders why we don’t make, is almost beyond concept. 

One of the men with whom I discussed the problem said that he 
had discussed it with, Stalin. Stalin, he said, had the usual lack 
of concept which all states have which base their power on land. 
He did not understand the problems of vast sea-borne operations. 

Stalin, he said, pointed to the millions of men under arms, to the 
ships at hand, and to the fact that the channel was but 20-odd miles 
wide, and could not understand why the invasion was not made. 

He simply could not envision any real reason why it was not 
made and he could see no reason for its failure. This is not new. 
Military men, when confronted with a sea problem, always are im- 
patient and annoyed. Napoleon’s petulance with the channel is one 
of many historical examples. 

Russia, having lost at least 10,000,000 persons, including civil- 
ians, cannot understand. It is important that she understand and 


that we, too, understand certain things. 

FACING FACTS seiIt is all very well for us to say we now have 
a common cause and there should be no 

holding back by Russia. 

Russia is an old people but the government is new. That gove 
ernment was treated as a pariah government for 25 years; was sub- 
jected to the most violent abuse, and was kicked around as much 
as possible. 

It has not forgot that, at the time of Munich, the Chamberlain 
government was busy trying to make Germany agree to attack 
Russia. Russia trusts the United States most of all, largely be- 
cause of Roosevelt and Wendell Willkie and the very great supplies 
sent her, but Russia patently does not completely trust anyone, 
There is every reason for this sort of position and it can be broken 
down only by good faith. That, I think, is being done, but it will 
take time. 

An effort is being made in this country to make us: suspicious 
of, and hostile toward, Russia. German propaganda, skillfully 
planted in this country, takes the line, “Well, I am afraid we will 
have trouble with Russia when this is over.” Nothing could be 
more unfortunate than for the American people to begin to be- 
lieve this and to think along that line. There is no real reason 
why we should have trouble with Russia. The problem calls for 
efforts toward understanding and co-operation. Let us not be such 
fools as to swallow hostile propaganda, skillful as it is, and to let 
it direct our thoughts and acts. 


Private Joslin Discusses the 
Bird Life He Finds in Africa 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


Private Robert Joslin Jr., somewhere in Africa, favors us with 
another epistle in which he includes a lesson in ornithology. 

“T am a bird lover,” he says, “and if my ambition had been to 
see everything, I could now die happy. I have seen storks. Like 
fleas and smells, they are taken for granted by the hardened natives; 
but to an innocent American boy far from home, they are a shock. 

“They tell me these storks are natives of Germany and come 
here only as tourists. That may account for their appearance. 
They may be disguised. 

“The stork is one part bird and two part legs and bill, which 
are bright red. The bird part is a mixture of black and white. 
That isn’t surprising, for it seems to happen to every race that 
lives very long on this side of the Mediterranean. 

“The stork’s most fascinating feature is the leg. I have never 
measured one, but it seems to be about two legs high and half a leg 
thick. If you can imagine a yard-long stick of red candy with a 
great knob in the middle where it bends, that is it. No other known 
creature has such a leg except the middle-aged British cavalry 
officer in shorts. 

“The stork tourist season opened some weeks ago. The first to 
arrive are the males, and they kill time by quarreling. This is done 
by popping their bills very loudly, so they sound like a string of 
penny firecrackers. 

“Some people think this a love call, but I doubt it. The feminine 
heart can be touched by bills, but not red ones. It takes the long 
green kind. 

“I can’t believe the stork’s idea is to attract attention to his bill. 
When he came to our house, a few months before I left home, no 
special effort was necessary to make me notice the bill. I still see 
red every time I think of. it. 

“Another thing that puzzles me is why this business of the bills 
takes place before mating. Among humans, the popping off or loud 
racket caused by the bills usually starts six months or more after 
the honeymoon. 

“I used to wonder why storks in pictures stood on one foot. 
It is because he can’t find many roosting places that are big enough 
for both feet at once.

Ever since liquor stores in Geor- 
gia were legalized, up to this re- 
cent imbroglio, your had the privi- 
lege of purchasing a bottle of the 
liquid demon, taking it to a res- 
taurant, ordering a chaser of ice 
water, ginger ale or sparkling 
water, and consuming it amid 
pleasant surroundings. That is, 
providing the proprietor did not 
object. Indeed, I recall being in- 
vited to have a malted drink in a 
midtown drug store which turned 
out to be something much more 
inspiring. Seated at a table sur- 
rounded by a shopping throng of 
ladies, old and young, my host 
produced a quart of bourbon, 
placed it on the table usually de- 
voted to coke and chocolate sun- 
daes, ordered ginger ale and pro- 
ceeded to entertain in a big way. 
That was legal then—if the pro- 
prietor didn’t object, which he ap- 
parently didn’t. But, as much as 
I appreciated the invigorant, I 
thought that was carrying liberal- 
ity a little too far. 

I am highly in favor of night 
clubs and their floor shows and 
I realize that patrons of such 
spots are not attracted by free 
ice water—nor does the manage- 
ment thrive on serving fried 
chicken to teetotalers, There are 
many thousands of prosperous cit- 
izens and visitors to our great 
metropolis who enjoy a touch of 
night life. Personally, my pocket- 
book revolts at the thought of 
paying from 40 to 75 cents for a 
“mixed drink” of which the prin- 
cipal ingredient has been inserted 
from an eyedropper, because it 
would require an investment of 
$7.50 to acquire that comfortable 
feeling. And consuming 17 large 
glasses of ginger ale or sparkling 
water is likely to spoil my sleep. 
Liquor is cheaper by the pint. 
And better, jf you can believe the 
label. And ginger ale by the case 
is by no means expensive. If your 
friends insist on music there is 
the radio—and the phonograph. 
And always there is somebody 
who will sing—if urged. Or not 
urged. 


Too Many Rules 


Under the grand old days of 
prohibition the public which en- 
joyed a shot of something to break 
the dull monotony of life had be- 
come adjusted to the situation. 
Georgia corn—or in less fortunate 
states—bathtub gin—was war- 
ranted to produce results in time 
for everybody to go home before 
midnight. Or they could sleep on 
the davenport or the second best 
rug.« 

The famous corn of the moun- 
tains—too-often distilled in an At- 
lanta basement—even found its 
way into society. I was an addict 
of the better clubs in those days 
and though no club served liquor 
it was customary for members 
and guests to take along a few 
quarts, in case of swooning or 
something.

I am never keen on too much power for any one 
group of nations, or any nation, but I am very anxious to see a 
coming together of nations who have fought this war to insure a 
real effort to keep the peace in the years to come. 

This work cannot be done by us alone. It can be done if we 
work together and increase the joint responsibility for making con- 
ditions throughout the world the kind which create contented people 
with hope in their hearts for happiness.

Stretch Into C ondition 
For New Fall Clothes 


By Ido Jean Kain. 


Toward the tag end of summer, 
you have to pull yourself together 
—and stretching is the easiest 
way to do it. Stretching increases 
muscle tone, pulls out the annoy- 
ing bulge that threatens to claim 
the waistline, and lets you look 
and feel slim instead of bulky. 

Not that you care right now 
what happens to your figure! But 
you will in a couple of weeks 
when September breezes in and 
you begin to shop for new fall 
frocks, 

When it comes to stretching, 
lazy does it. You can take it easy, 
flat on your back on the floor, 
and get a fine, three-way stretch. 
Begin by lying on the back, with 
arms down at side, legs stretched 
straight down on floor. Fling the 
left arm up and back on the floor, 
and at the same time stretch the 
left leg over the right and touch 
the foot to the flood beyond. Then 
as the left leg and arm are re- 
turned to the starting position, re- 
peat with right arm and leg. Con- 
tinue for a dozen counts and do 
the exercise very slowly and thor- 
oughly. 

Another good one on the floor 
is to lie on your back with arms 
extended up on floor overhead, 
legs straight down. Try to keep 
arms, legs and most of your back 
flat on the floor as you wriggle 
your shoulders and move your 
hips to bring your body into a 
semi-circle, legs and arms around 
at one side. Hold it for a sec- 


ond, and inch back to starting po- 
sition. Relax and repeat to the 
other side. 

Now up on _ all-fours; with 
weight supported on kKnées and 
hands, arms straight, and stretch 
through the midriff like a cat. 
Bow your back up in the air as if 
you were fighting mad, then slow- 
ly let it cave in, but with the stom- 
ach muscles held up firmly. Arc 
your back, and repeat several 
times. If you have the space to 
move around on all-fours, do a 
cat walk about the room, stretch- 
ing arm and leg muscles as much 
as possible with every step. This 
will limber you up without get- 
ting you into a lather of perspira- 
tion. 

If you can arrange to have a 
horizontal bar erected in a door- 
way, and will take a swing at it 
every time you happen to pass 
that way, you can trim inches off 
your waist. Have the bar high 
enough so that you can just grasp 
it securely when standing on the 
tiptoes. You can stretch by low- 
ering the heels—standing bare- 
foot—to the floor, or by standing 
erect with the hands on bar, and 
arcing the body first to one side, 
then to the other. 

These mild stretchers will put 
you in condition for a more vig- 
orous set.

RightToPunish 
Defiant Unions 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—(7) 
President Roosevelt handed the 
War Labor Board a big financial 
club today with which to enforce 
its orders against defiant unions. 

But there was no indication that 
the board would swing the new 
weapon immediately in the direc- 
tion of John L. Lewis, whose 
United Mine Workers have staged 
the most spectacular insurrection 
against the WLB. Rather it was 
expected that any action on the 
case of the mine workers would 
await return of the coal mines to 
private operation. 


The presidential order gives the 
WLB power to punish a recalci- 
trant union by withholding check 
off dues until it comes into line, 
or knock out other major contract 
| benefits. . 

The return of the mines to pri- 
vate ownership appeared to be the 
“zero” hour for possible action by 
‘the WLB because the UMW policy 
committee has said that its agree- 
ment to work until October 31 
would “automatically terminate” 
if government custody of the 
mines is withdrawn. 


The government still may seize 
'a plant or mine whether the em- 
| ployer or the union is the defiant 
‘party, but the President's order 
'made it clear that where the union 
was at fault “government opera- 
tion in these cases will be conduct- 
ed with the least possible interfer- 
ence with existing management.” 


To enforce orders against em- 
ployers, Mr. Roosevelt said penal- 
ties less drastic than seizure, “in- 
cluding control of war contracts, 
of essential materials, and of 
transportation and fuel, should be 
applied if this can be done without 


‘impeding the war effort.” 


In cases of defiance by indi- 
viduals, where a union is not to 
blame, the program provides for 
assistance from the attorney gen- 
eral, the War Manpower Commis- 
sion, and selective service. The 
individual may be prosecuted 
under the antistrike law—if he 
has encoufaged a strike—or his

(“The incendiarism of 
and of agricultural machinery is 
on the increase in France,” the 
broadcast said. “As if following 
a cue, mills burst into flames, 
agricultural works were § fired, 
crops were burned and barns and 
threshing machinery were de- 
stroyed by fire.” 

(The OWI also recorded the 
Limoges radio August 16 as re- 
portingy “outrages against agricul- 
tural #stablishments and crops are 
increasing steadily throughout 
France. It is safe to assume that 
these actions are all parts of a 
large-scale sabotage plan.”) . 

The actions of. the French un- 
derground, awaiting eagerly an 
Allied landing, were directed 
against the portions of the crops 
requisitioned by the Nazi authori- 
ties. 

Today, however, there were 
signs of mounting French resist- 
ance. 

The Zurich newspaper, Neue 
Zuercher Zeitung, said it was now 
known that the Germans had de- 
manded another 300,000 French 
youths for Nazi armament facto- 
ries. The paper added that the 
Vichy government was reported 
to have refused and the Germans 
did not insist.
